The keen insight of the 
Premier has shown him this at once, as we may justly infer from the two 
dsborate apologies which he has made for the policy which he has 
mrsued—one in the House of Lords and the other at the dinner which he 
tended last Saturday evening. Moreover, the doubt and misgiving 
wth which the Anglo-Turkish Convention has been received by the 
ntional members of his own party has been evidently excessively irritating 
aman who. is conscious of having committed something very like a 
cime in orderto avoid an absolute fiasco, and who is smarting under 
he senge,Stiet! only of having disappoimted the expectations of 
lis party, but of having been himself disappointed. It is not, therefore, 
uprising that this feeling of irritation should be too much even for his 
ei-command, and that it should find yent in abuse of a man who, more 
tun anyone else “in the world, has been instrumental in thwarting the 
themes Which, we eannot now doubt, the Premier has meditated all 
filong, and to whom is chiefly due the wrecking of the airy castles of 
Vivian Grey, But, allowing for the most excessive chagrin, no one who 
hs watched the career of this man in the mask could have been prepared 
see him, even for a moment, ‘become, so nearly human as to give 
hice tochis feelings im the way which the Prime Minister did on Saturday. 
hthat moment all his tact, taste, prudence, and profound dissimulation 
tae blown away by a gust of anger, and the man stood revealed for an 
istant, and an instant ouly, like a highwayman suddenly made visible 
ya flash of lightning. The noble assemblage of obsequious flunkies, 
rlonow toady to the man that many of them years ago refused to speak 
b, are suddenly electrified by being informed that Mr. Gladstone is 
‘a sophistical rhetorician, inebriated with the exuberance of his own 
febosity, and gifted with an egotistical imagination that can at all times 
mmand an interminable and inconsistent series of arguments to malign 
lis opponents and glorify himself.” When the flauky assembly have 
Novered their breath they cheer and laugh, just as they would humbly 
Wplaud if the Premier was to say what he no doubt thiuks of them in his 
lmost soul. 

For my own part hardly know whether to langh or to feel indignant 
ithe spectacle of this “lineal descendant of the impenitent thief who 
fied upon the Cross” thus trying to asperse the character of a man who, 
hoflice or out of office, is the chief exponent of all that is great, noble, 
wd aspiring i in the nation. One cannot but help feeling indignant that 
it should be possible for any body of Englishmen to listen with approval 
Hsueh words coming from the Judas who has sold their country’s honour 
hrs Garter, but there is still a good deal of the comic element about the 
“ole affair, which goes far to modify our anger. What, for example, 
be more ludicrous than to see five hundred representatives of the 
Poudest aristocracy in the world, which tenaciously clings to its privileges 
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and believes, too, that it deserves to be privileged, thus bamboozled by an 
adventurer who has alternately flattered and ridiculed them as it suited 
his purpose, and whose muin idea concerning them always seems to have 
been that they are useful tools. I faney I can see now His Grace the 
Duke of Buccleuch, a person more remarkable for his acres than his braina, 
listening with a self-satisfied smirk to the laudation offered him by one 
who has shown and said that the chief object of the existence of Dukes is 
that they may be made use of by clever men. Not that His Grace or the 
rest of the party at this dinner are singular in their abject flunkeyism. 
There are a great many people, not in the Conservative ranks, who, 
although mildly disapproving of the Premier's policy, are yet ready to 
render homage to his talents, ‘Extraordinary man,’’ they tell you; 
‘wonderful talents, sir.” Of course, Disraeli has wonderfal talents. So 
has Cagliostro; so have Messrs Benson and Co., the heroes of the great 
turf frauds of last year, so have thousands of similar persons now 
living, and Disraeli’s talents are exactly of the same kind as theirs, 
Of genius he has not a spark. Never in his life did the man entertain one 
noble aspiration, one generous idea, one scheme intended to result in the 
real benefit of the people. His are the talents which never find play in a 
public capacity until political corruption has far advanced in a nation ; 
until the people are grown apathetic or foolish, and the Crown grasping 
and ambitious of power. Of course his is just the kind of figure which 
always catches the imagination of people who are devoid of any sound 
principle or knowledge. There are hundreds of thousands of people in 
this country who think Dick Turpin a greater hero than Gustavus Vasa, 
and Jack Sheppard a greater mangthan, Bacon—if ever they heard of 
Bacon. ‘These aro the kind of people who applaud the..Premier’s 
“clever” description of Mr. Gladstone—these and others of the class 
which was represented at the dinner. "Thé sensible members of the party 
are as much ashamed of the outbtrst as they are astonished, and @vew the 
Telegraph thinks it best not to takeany notice of the incident, while’ the 
Standard has the temerity to take the Prime Minister to task for his im- 
prudent impudence. They see, in fact, that apart from their coarseness 
the words only too accurately describe the speaker himself, and we ought, 
perhaps, to be indebted to him for this.iugight..he has giyen us into his 
own character. If one had not some faith in the divine destiny of the 
people it would justify a man in losing ail hope for the future of his race, 
when he sees that after all these centuries of struggle for freedom we 
have come at last to be governed by aman who has betrayed every con- 
fidence reposed in him, who is trying to betray the people to the 
Crown, and who, if he conld make a good bargain for himself, would to- 
morrow betray the Crown to the devil. 


To be or not to be! Whether or not we are to have a dissolution this 
year is as yet unsettled. ‘The question of a dissolution,” says a well- 
informed correspondent, ‘still vexes the minds of men. The speech of 
Sir W. Hart Dyke crented quite a fintter, and for some hours the whole 
thatter was considered finally settleds‘Lhen came the semi-ofiicial denial 
that the whip really meant what was generally supposed ; and so the 
world was once moré thrown back into acondition of chadtic doubt.

( of the Marquis of Lorne as Governor-General of Cauada on Monday, | 

This system of supplying ove or two journals with special informa- | 

tion is so much.in favour with the -present Government that people are 

beginning to talk and write about it. There can be no doubt that these | 
favours are bestowed in return for services rendered, or as a bribe for 
assistance in the future. Certain newspapers, it appears, can be bought 
in this way. ‘ The newspaper that began this game,” says Truth, ‘‘ was 
the Datly Telegraph. That for a time it answered is notorious. But the 
Times is not the newspaper to tolerate the encouragment of a penny rival 
without showing its teeth; and the Government soon discovered that if 
it was resolved to purchase the adulation of the Daily Telegraph, it could 
do so only by alienating and irritating the Times. Accordingly, advances 
had to be made to the latter journal, which were met in a sensible spirit ; 
and the Government, is at present apvarently engaged in the interesting 
experiment of attaching both these exponents of public opinion to its 
fortunes by alternately feeding one and then the other. That the Times 
will win in this peculiar game is pretty certain; for no sane Government 
would prefer the support of the Telvgraph to that of the older, abler, and 
ynore influential organ. Meanwhile, it would seem as though it had be.n 
thonght that the loyalty of the Standard to party ties was such that its 
abject fidelity without any inducement could be assumed. To the great 
credit of that paper, it has pursued a perfectly independent course on the 
Eastern Question, without ceasing to be a fair representative of Couserva- 
tive opinion. It may, therefore, reasonably be hoped that it, like the Daily 
Vews, and, we ought in fairness to add, the Pall Mall Gazette, is proof 
neainst what we have called the bribery of the Press. We have stated 
the ease just as it exists, but if the system does not cease, some grave 
candal is pretty sure to spring from it.
